tance than the education of 
tomorrow’* citiien*.” 
Of course, m oney alone will not 
get rid of the “poorly prepared" 
teachers. 
Pay Commensurate Wage 
Secondly, 
the 
ideal 
teacher 
m ust have a pronounced sense of 
m ission — m ust feel impelled to 
dedicate his talents to the pro­ 
fession for the com m on good. But, 
even so, we shall have to pay an 
attractive 
and 
com m ensurate 
wage. Efforts to im prove upon ex­ 
isting m ediocrity m erely with cu r­ 
ricular reform s will be futile, and 
we shall continue to suffer an 
enorm ous w aste of cultural 
and 
hum an resources. 
The ideal m ission type of teach­ 
er doesn’t expect to am ass a for­ 
tune teaching, but he should be 
able to share in the cultural op­ 
portunities of his com m unity, raise 
a fam ily, read, travel, and culti­ 
vate his intellectual and aesthetic 
tastes. As it is, he m ust forego 
these essentials in order to pay 
the landlord and the grocer. An 
excellent teacher, who com es to 
m ind, spends his sum m ers running 
a hot dog stand in an am usem ent 
park so that he 
can 
afford 
to 
stick to his profession the rest ol 
the year. Instead, he should be 
reading the classics or writing a 
book. 
“ Missed Their Calling” 
The suggested salary boost Is 
not to be construed as covering 
the 
100,000 
“ poorly 
prepared” 
teachers and transform ing them , 
m agic wand-like, 
into a com pe­ 
tent, resourceful, creative group. 
Quite the contrary. These teach­ 
ers have m issed their calling — 
they are 
square 
pegs in 
round 
holes — they are a burden on 
both the schools and the taxpay­ 
er; and. upon retiring, their places 
should be filled with well educated 
m en and women possessing n atu ­ 
ral teaching ability and a spirit of 
dedication to the profession. It I* 
to secure *uch teacher* that the 
writer suggest* iiu-reased salaries. 
We are now spending annually 
in the United States approxim ate 
ly $5,600,000,000 on 
prim ary 
and 
secondary education, and $2,200.- 
000 000 on higher education, a to­ 
tal of $7,800,000,000. 
Here in our 
own county the latest figures dis­ 
close 
an 
annual 
expenditure of 
$1,620,722.00 on the education of 
7,121 
nubile 
school 
children, 
or 
$227 59 per pupil. 
My only reason for citing Adams 
County’s expenditures is, 
that it 
is the only county on which I have 
a breakdown of the figures. I as­ 
sum e Adam s is typical of other 
counties throughout the country. 
What Are The Result*? 
W hat puzzles your correspond­ 
ent, when these expenditures are 
reported or published, no inform a­ 
tion is ever forthcom ing as to the 
kind of “ product” we are turning 
out of our schools. W hat we read 
or hear has to do with assess­ 
m ents, condem nation proceedings, 
sale of antiquated school buildings 
and letting contracts for new ones, 
purchase and rep air of buses and 
em ploym ent of drivers, cafeterias 
and 
their 
m anagem ent, 
upkeep, 
janitor service, etc., etc. — all re ­ 
lated to the m aterial and econ­ 
om ic w elfare of the various school 
districts, but nary a word about 
the 
all-im portant 
function 
of 
a 
school, i.e., the calibre of teachers 
em ployed, the curriculum in use. 
and the scholastic attainm ents and 
achievem ents of its students. 
When inquiry is m ade of school 
boards 
this regard one Is told 
that th at responsibility rests with 
the school 
Principal or Superin­ 
tendent, and when th at official is 
approached on the subject, he re ­ 
plies that his adm inistrative duties 
are so num erous and complex that 
none of them can be given the at­ 
tention they deserve. 
Coming back to President G ris­ 
wold’s “poorly prepared’’ elemen­ 
tary and secondary teachers, p er­ 
m it 
m e Jo quote the following 
from a Purdue U niversity Profes­ 
sor: 
Lack Enthusiasm 
“ Few people bother to visit 
the schools, so let me report 
the seam y side of what I have 
observed.

ing at desks, like ants on a 
newly turned hill, as normally

them­ 
selves to dull sitting; the mon- 
osylsbic sentences typical of 
children 
at a 
mach earlier 
stage of development, and the 
eager, relieved jostling at the 
end of a period or day. The 
proportion of classes like this 
Is amsxingly high.

healthy. But with so many In­ 
adequately 
prepared 
teach­ 
ers, what chance has a child 
for the full growth we should 
like 
him 
to 
experience 
in 
school? 
I suggest 
that 
we 
spend less for armaments and 
more for better teachers.” 
46 Per Cent Deficient 
Publication of a five-year survey 
by 
the 
New York City 
School 
Board shows that 46 per cent of 
the City’s grade school students, 
entering High School, are deficient 
In reading and other English lan­ 
guage skills. This reveals a w eak­ 
ness 
In 
teachers 
and 
teaching 
m ethods calling for 
prompt 
cor­ 
rection. 
The Board 
point* out, 
too, that the City’* schools have 
a level of achievem ent at least as 
high as that of other com m uni­ 
ties. The im plication is, therefore, 
that the sam e pattern obtains in 
grade 
schools 
throughout 
the 
United States. 
The public, and parents and ta x ­ 
payers particularly, have a right 
to expect th at m ore than 60 p er­ 
cent of a school’s pupils, in the 
grades, should be taught how to 
read, who to construct a abort 
sentence gram m atically, and how 
to apcli the simpler words likely 
to be used in a brief letter. 
One reason for this unfortunate 
situation is the widespread atti­ 
tude. on the part of m gny teach­ 
ers, that it doesn’t m atter w hether 
a youngster picks up m uch word 
skill 
before 
the 
fifth 
or 
sixth 
grade, and the result is that m any 
children slip through the grades 
where the m aterial la geared to 
their level. Then, when faced with 
m ore com plicated texts, they are 
bewildered an<T discouraged to the 
point of failure.

The problem was a $1,200,000

Th# lite Rev. Dr. Michael Jacow, 
professor of mathematics, natural 
philosophy and chemistry at Penn­ 
sylvania college, now Gettysburg 
college, from 1832 to 1866, was an eye 
witness of the Battle of Gettysburg, 
July I, 2 and 3, 1863 
Dr. Jacobs wrote an Recount of the 
Invasion of Maryland and Pennsyl­ 
vania and the battle of Gettysburg, 
which was published by J. B LJppin- 
cwtt and company, Philadelphia, in 
1864 The following account of the 
invasion, taken from the bo«k. was 
published in the "The Pennsylvania 
Guardsman." magazine of the Penn­ 
sylvania National Guard. 
Dr. Jacos resided on West Middle 
and South Washington streets With 
the story in the June Issue of "The 
Guardsman” were printed two photo­ 
graphs by Brady, the famous Civil 
war photographer, after the battle 
here, one of the Trostle house and 
one of Little Round Top. The Sep­ 
tember issue had a picture of the 
parade on November 19 as it moved 
up Baltimore street for the dedica­ 
tion of the National Cemetery'. 
Sickles Headquarters 
The Trostle house was Sickles' 
headquarters, overlooking the Peach 
Orchard Around the house and all 
the way back to Round Top the 


At an early day, Lee began to ar­ 
range and perfect his plans, and to 
remodel and strengthen his army;

Unmistakable signs of the coming 
storm began to accumulate.

This attack, which 
was made June 9th, 1863, resulted 
advantageously to the Federal arms;

This was a fortunate event, since 
it. enabled Hooker Immediately to 
put his army in motion, so as to 
prevent Lee, who had already sev­ 
eral days' start, from flanking him.

He went to the gallows despite 
an appeal by his friends to the 
Queen that she override her Cabi­ 
net advisers and stay the execu­ 
tion. E arlier, Home Secretary Sir 
David Maxwell Fyfe had rejected 
clem ency pleas signed by m ore 
than 200 m em bers of Parliam ent. 
The fatal shooting occurred when 
Bentley, dull-witted son of an elec­ 
trician in suburban Croydon, was 
arrested on a rooftop with a 16- 
year-old friend, Christopher Craig. 
Craig cut loose with a gun, kill-' 
ing one policem an, w’hile another 
officer was holding Bentley.
